This same USAF crew and the Canadian wat with the plane to Cuba. 
tuey remained in Cuba during the entire 24 or 25 day Mikoyan visit. 
They stayed in a hotel there and, I understand, were escorted. 


This same USAF crew and the Canadian dew with the plane from 
Cuba back to New York City. 


To cover the New York City to Washington leg of Mikoyan’s fight, 
& USAF crew came from New York to Andrewa in a USAF plane, 
i.e., and are standing by at Andrews.
